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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest a second optical element optically following 
said first optical element in a path of the projection beam, the first optical element and the 
second optical element each being arranged to pass a major part of the projection beam 
substantially without deflection, the second optical element deflecting a portion of the 
major part of the projection beam passed by the first optical element over a second range 
of directions with a direction dependent intensity distribution; and a transmission 
blocking element to block transmission to the substrate of the part of intensity of the 
projection beam passed undeflected by both the optical element and the second optical 
element in combination with all the other elements recited in independent claim 1. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest deflecting the passed portion of the projection 
beam over a further range of direction with a direction dependent intensity distribution 
with a second optical element and passing a major part of the projection beam 
substantially without the deflection; and blocking transmission to the substrate of the part 
of the projection beam passed undeflected by both the first optical element and the 
second optical element in combination with all the other steps recited in independent 
claim 9. 
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The prior art does not disclose or suggest a second optical element optically following 
said first optical element in a path of the projection beam and constructed and arranged to 
deflect a portion of the first undeflected portion of the beam from the first optical 
element, and producing a second direction dependent intensity distribution determined by 
the second optical element, such that a second deflected portion of the beam has less 
energy than a second undeflected portion of the beam; and a blocking element to block 
transmission to the substrate of the second undeflected portion in combination with all 
the other elements recited in independent claim 18.
